Perhaps the sadest commentary on American life today is that the 
100th Anniversary of the Emancipation Proclamation is a tragic paradox. 

One-hundred years after the Proclamation, American Negores still 
aust auffer the pains and the indignities of sit-ins, of freedom rides, 
of the Bull Connors, of the White Citizens Council, of the nation's 
imperialists who still trade in the human misery of economic and social 
slavery. 

Perhaps the total problem would not be so complex if racial dis¬ 
crimination were Isolated in the deep South. But the total problem 
will not be solved on the day that Jim Crow is wrapped in the Confederate 
flag and lowered into his inglorious grave. 

At the same time, there must be a burial above the Ma.son-Dlxon 
Line, in which the subtle methods of Northern discrimination are also 
laid to rest. Perhaps subtle is a poor word, as I am sure the Negro in 
the North who is denied equal opportunity in jobs, housing, •.HR~'a 1, is 
nauseated by tricks which are all too obvious to him. 

We in the Teamsters do not pretend to totally understand the 
problem of the American Negro, nor are we synpathetic in that paternal 
sense which says 'we know what is best for you.' We believe that to 
totally understand a problem, one must have been confronted with it, 
and rare, indeed, is the man who can perceive without experience. 

All we can do is to equate problems we have faced with your 
problems, and when we have done this — we stand four-square in the 
battle on your side. 
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We in the TeamsterB know something of picketing for rights because 
we have and still do suffer the Indignities of picketing, and daily 
run the risk of being in violation of a complicated set of laws 
designed to render us ineffective, and yet give the outward appearance 
that we are being extended our full rights under the constitution. 

We know something of the unfriendly judge whose political 
fortunes are tied to the whims of our advisaries. The injunction is 
nothing new to the trade unionist. 

Many of our older members know something of discrimination, having 
been blacklisted in their earlier days because they carried a union 
card in their pockets and could find no employer who would hire them. 

This is why we say we are able to equate the problems of the American 
Negro to problems which we have faced in the past, problems which we 
atill fac£ today. 

It is with a great deal of pride I can report to you that there 
are no segregated local unions in the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters. To tell you that there is no discrimination at all in a 
union with 1* million members would be untrue. We are, however, proud 
of our progress which is more than evidenced by Negro office holders 
even in Teamster local unions in places like Mobile, Alabama. 

I would like on this occasion to be able to congratulate you on 
100 years of freedom and equality. If I could do this, the clarion 
call of U.S. Democracy would ring renewed Inspiration around a world 
in which everyone is demanding his Cod given right to equality with 


hla fellow man. 
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However, the true meaning of this occasion springs from your 

, . . A i X ^ * 

indoainatable spirit, your dogged determination, and your marvelous 
restraint in a situation in which passions of anger must surge in 
everyone of you. Your non-violent approach is the result of 
miraculous restraint. 

I suppose if I were to follow the format of messages of this 
type, I shfwld have some wise and sage advice for you, some supposedly 
magical formula which^would make me sound a bit ridiculous and would 
be of no value to you whatsoever. 

Instead, we in the Teamsters know that you must not only define 
the total problem, but also you must outline the solution. Owe this 
done with responsibility and dignity, y—i hmm tlwi— £n - M —«*•*fty prl 

this International Union pledges its undying support. 

I do commend you on this occasion, and I encourage you to steadfastly 
adhere to your purpose, because not only will you then be successful 
in your ultimate goal, but also you will be an Inspiration to those of 
us who have forgotten how to mount a crusade for a cause and have thus 
lo81 our effectiveness and vitality.

ORIGIN AND HISTORY OF THE MOVEMENT 

An idea was born when, in 1939, at the peak of an era of radio 
entertainment, the Columbia Broadcasting System won nationwide 
acclaim with a moving and deeply sincere radio series known as 
"Wings Over Jordan". 

"Vings Over Jordan", a Negro choral ensemble, presented America's 
popular folk music, the Negro Spiritual, and Included a short 
addreas. Tne subject of one of these brief sermons was "I am a 
Negro, I am somebody". This statement of pride, supported by 
little known achievements and contributions of Negroes to the 
progress of the world, coupled with widespread response from the 
radio audience, inspired the desire to tell this great, factual 
atory in a more complete and comprehensive manner. 

As a result of the idea born in 1939, tne American Negro 
Esiancipation Centennial Authority was incorporated in 1954 for 
the specific objective of: - 

Presenting a "Century of Negro Progress" Expos¬ 
ition which would herald to the world the bene¬ 
fits of our democratic system , which system pro¬ 
vided the atmosphere for the American Negro to 
stand today as Exhibit "A" of a people freed 
under its influence, and privileged to share its 
benefits. 

It was agreed that an Exposition was tne lens that could gather 
into focus the brilliant instances of achievement by the Negro 
in all fields of endeavor, but the question of the timing re¬ 
mained to be considered. What better occasion to celebrate than 
the centenary of the Emancipation Proclamation. The Exposition 
would commemorate the significant accomplishments of the first 
hundred years of the American Negro's citizenship. 

Then it was seen -- the issue was far bi g ger 
than that of the American Negro 1 s progress 
under our form ol: government ... The Exposi¬ 
tion would set forth exemplary proof of the 
limitless possibilities open to ALL groups 
by virtue ol: the freedoms guaranteed by a 
Democracy to its peo ple. 

For the first few years the movement was supported by a handful 
of dedicated individuals. Their tireless and unselfish efforts 
saw fruition when in 1960, business and industry recognized the 
merit of the plan and advanced the first hundred thousand dollars.

As the osntsnniat year of the Bmancipation Proclamation, 1963 ham bssn 
designated as a toms to oommsmorote this hietorio svsnt and, probably 
mors important, to fomtmr spsotal positive smp\asis upon a osntury of 
Nmgro progress. Leaders Kip/or tbs obpervanoe is being provided by 
a national organisation, Th s Amsnoan Nmgro Emancipation Centennial 
Authority, of whioh tbsr« te sn aotivs Ohio division. The osntsnnial 
provides a unique opportunity and ohallmngm to mohoolm and sduoators 
to fo ous attention upon an area of Amsnoan Ufm too frmqumnily oharao- 
tmrimmd by nmglmoi. 


Thm osntsnnial obssrvanos affordm an opportunity to tabs inventory. Bus¬ 
iness doss this periodically and it is iifceunee nsosssary for individuals, 
for organisations, groups, and sooisty as a whole to take mtook o/where 
they ere. Ho to they got to where they arm, Ihm obetaolee whioh have bssn 
overooms, the ejQFeotiveneee of the means used, where they want to go, 
end to plot Ihs oourss to be taken to gel there. This etoofc-taking helps 
to avoid either exaggerating or mimmixing both past aohiavsmsnts and 
present problems. 


If the problems remaining in Ihs area of Negro status arm to be attaofced 
with oourags and wisdom, it is essential to review the progress aohisvsd 
during the last 100 years. There should be no attmmpt to minimise the 
magnitude of thm task skill bmform us. However, the suoosssss and a- 
ohisvsmsnts of this last osntury arm both large and real. There arm 
literally thousands of examples offrmm Negroes in literature, musio, art, 
soisnos, invention, msdiotns, rsssaroh, eduoation, sports, and public 
eervioe which illustrate the inspiring Amsnoan tradition epitomised by 
sush statements as "from obsouHly to leadership M and "through di/- 
/loutty to euooeee". Whim this osntury o/ progress is compared with 
the slmost 600 years No m the Magna Carla to Ihs Amsnoan Bill of 
Bights, the osntury einod The Emancipation Proclamation oan be stewed 
in s new end mors snoouragtng psrspsotivs. 


Vnfortunatmly, the real achievements of individual Nmgromm and groups 
of Nmgromm have bssn neither .fully rmoognimmd nor adequately reoorded. 
Muoh of the rtoh and oftmn dramatto history of the struggles and triumphs 
of Nmgromm still rsmsins to be written. We oannot depend upon textbooks 
for the dramatic aspsots of that history for, by their very nature, text¬ 
books oftmn attmmpt to inoluds something on everything, and Ihmrmform may 
very little ebout any one person or any one episode. This is almoml am 
true of Pmul Revere, Peilrtofc Hmnry, and Andrmxu Jaokmon am it te of 
Bookmr T.. Washington, Marian Andmrmon, and Ralph Bunohe. The

In rasponsa to your telephone conversation this aoming, aay I report 
to you that we have had requests froa thirty-five schools to participate 
in tha Essay Contest. The participating schools have asked for nuabers of 
tast fores ranging froai ten to seventy. This leads us to believe that the 
total nueber of participating schools will be well over fifty and aore than 
a thousand of tha students in the state will participate in tha Essay Contest. 

As I explained to you on ths phone, the North Central Association of 
Collages and Secondary Schools does not approve of any essay contests. This 
aeans that the North Central schools will for the aost part not participate 
in the Essay Contest since it is not approved by then. Approximately one 
half of the high schools in Ohio are a part of the North Central organization. 

The foregoing should not be construed to be in any way condeanatory of 
tha particular essay contest we are discussing since North Central has siaple 
refused to endorse any essay contest regardless of sponsorship because of the 
nuaber of requests for approval that they have had. Meaber and nonaeaber 
schools who do participate in the present contest are of course doing so 
voluntarily. 

I was interested in the test and so 1 took it ayself without any research 
and fait that I had done creditably when 1 scored 8S%. I hope that wa shall 
have great success with the contest and that it will aeet the aias and objectives 
for which it was designed.

WHEREAS January 1, 1963, marks the centennial of the Proclamation in which 
president Abraham Lincoln, declared all persona held aa alavea in Statea or 
parts of Statea still in rebellion to be "then, thenceforward, and forever 
free"; and 

WHEREAS the issuance of the Emancipation Proclamation marked the beginning 
of tha and of the iniquitous institution of slavery in the United Statea, and a 
great stride toward the fulfillment of the principle of the Declaration of 
Independence that "all men are created equal, that they are endowed by their 
Creator with certain unalienable Righta, that among these are Life, Liberty 
and tha pursuit of Happiness"; and 

WHEREAS the Emancipation Proclamation and the 13th, 14th and 15th amendments 
to tha Constitution of the United Statea quaranteed to Negro citiaena equal righta 
with all other citiaena of the United Statea and Have made possible great progreaa 
toward tha anjoyment of those righta; and 

WHEREAS tha goal of equal righta for all our citiaena ia still unreached, and 
tha securing of these righta ia one of the great unfiniahed taaka of our democ¬ 
racy; 

NOW, THEREFORE, 1, JOHN F. KENNEDY, Preaident of the United Statea of 
America, do hereby proclaim that the Emancipation Proclamation expreaaea our 
Nation's policy, founded on justice and morality, and that it ia therefore fitting 
and proper to commemorate the centennial of the Hiatoric Emancipation 
Proclamation throughout the year 1963. 

1 call upon the Governors of the Statea, mayors of citiea, and other public officials, 
aa well aa privata persona, organisations, and groups, to observe the centennial 
by appropriate ceremonies. 

I request the United Statea Commission on Civil Righta to plan and participate 
in appropriate commemorative activitiaa recognising the centennial of the 
isaurance of the Emancipation Proclamation; and 1 also request the Commission 
on Civil Righta and other Federal agenciea to cooperate fully with State and 
local govarnmanta during 1963 in commemorating theae events. 

1 call upon all citiaena of the United Statea and all officials of the United States 
and of avery State and local government to dedicate themselves to the com¬ 
pletion of the task of assuring that every American, regardless of hia race, 
religion, color, or national origin, enjoya all the righta guaranteed by the 
Constitution and laws of the United Statea. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, 1 have hereunto set my hand and caused the Seal of the 
United Statea of America to be affixed thia 28th day of December in the year of 
our Lord nineteen hundred and sixty-two and of the Independence of the United 
Statea of America the one hundred and eighty-sixth.

EXHIBITOR PARTICIPATION 

ELIGIBILITY TO EXHIBIT. Exhibitors will be restricted to Associations and/or their 
members — various branches of the National, State ond Municipal governments — and 
Foreign Governments. 

EXHIBIT DESIGN. All exhibits are to be thematic and consistent with the general concept 
of the CENTURY OF NEGRO PROGRESS Exposition. 

EXPOSITION PRESENTATION. With lew exceptions, exhibits will be pre-designed and 
sold os a package. This means that one price will cover all services from design through 
dismantling of the exhibit at the dose of the shew. In a thematic show such as the 
CENTURY OF NEGRO PROGRESS Exposition, this new concept eliminates many exhibitor 
problems, including the task of documenting supporting evidence for the exhibit.

A kind white lody in Denver, Colorado mode it potuble 
for Mory to enroll in Scotio Seminary in Concord, North 
Corolmo At Scotio, Mory ttudiad diligently She worked 
ofter school in the kitchen scrubbing floors, firing furnocet 
to help her pay expentes After groduoting from Scotio, 
she received a scholarship to Moody Bible Institute in Chi 
cogo to become o mittionory to Africa Here under the in 
spiring leadership of Dwight L Moody she developed on in 
terett in the poor ond unfortunate she sow in Chicogo’t 
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iinI le tbe paper she criticised tkei inequalities

paper, "The Free Speech** full time the wrote fury editorioli 
agaiast lyechmg for which the wot rue out of town.

When Abbott's fotker died his 
mother morned )oba H. Ssngstocha, o school teocker, oad 
clergymon oad editor of o little newsiheet in whose publi 
cotioa yonag Abbott ossitted. Thus began kis lifo work 

In 1910 Abbott founded the Chicags Defander. Tka De¬ 
fender immediately demonstrated its oppaol.

Cntput Attuckt wot born o tlove in Frominghom, Mott., 
obout 1723 A giont of o man in ttoture, he worked on 
wholmg thipt In hit moture yeort Attuckt evidenced the 
euolitiet ot leoderthip He tpent much time oboet the dockt 
of lower Boiton He wot tomilior with the tenet of lettert 
publithed by Somuel Adonit toying thot to quorter Bntith 
troopt on the people of Mottochutettt without the content 
of their Attembly wot o violotion ot the Bill ot Rightt 
Attuchi knew obout the protett |omet Otit penned on 
the Rightt of the Britnh Colomet He fully comprehended 
the tigmficonce ot Otit' document which ottirmed the 
Negro t molnnoble light to freedom At e motter of foct, 
Negroet, themtelvet were petitioning the Generol Court ot 
Mottochutettt tor their freedom on the groundt it wot 
their Neturol Right ot the very tome tune thot the colonitt 
were petitioning Englond tor theirt 
The Botton Mottocre, Morch 5, 1770, gove Attuckt hit 
chonce to ttrike o body blow ogointt tlovery ond tyronny 
The pietence ot Bntith toldiert in Botton excited the in- 
dignotion of the Americon Colonitt. Mony wondered whot 
could be done obout it A decition wot mode by o group 
led by Attuckt They ruthed into Kingt Street to protett 
by oction. Attuckt, now o run-owoy tlo»e ond teomon, 
now torty-teven, telt the keen rettrictiont ot Englond't 
new novigotion lowt. The motely group he led wot com- 
poted ot Negroet, I nth and Englith Attuckt wot thot 
firtt ot he thouted, "The woy to get rid of thetr toldiert 
it to ottock the morn guord." 

Attuckt martyrdom it tignificont not only becoute he 
wot the Americon to give hit life for the freedom of hit 
country, but equolly becoute hit deoth colled dromotic at¬ 
tention to incongruity ot Americo't potition 

In 1774 Abigoil Adomt wrote her hutbond, "It olwoyt 
oppeered o motf imquitout tcheme to me to tight our- 
te!vet tor whot we ore doily robbing ond plundering from 
thoie who hove ot good o right to freedom ot we hove “ 

In loter yeort Doniel Webtfer toid. “From thot moment 
we moy dote the teveronce of the Britith Empire “ 

A monument wot erected on Botton Commont by the 
people of Botton on November 14, 1888 Governor Oliver 
Amet ond Moyoi Hugh O'Brien mode dedication remorkt 
The chief oddrett wot given by |ohn Fitkc, the hittorion,
